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HOGS. 


The Edmonten Pork Packing Com- 
pany have an extensive hog rauch at 
Scheidam, and are now on the market 
purchasing feed grain for use on the 
ranch next summer. There is some- 
thing in this that is well woth the 
consideration of the farmers who have a 
surplus of potatoes or feed grain this 
season. It is that if grain for feed 
can be held over from the preceding 
year, all possible elements of uncertain- 
ty have been taken out of the hog 
raising business. At the present time, 
farmers generally depend on the grain 
to be grown in any season to fatten 
the hogs of the same season, with the 
possible result that the farmer who has 
a big crop of hogs to fatten may have 
very little grain to fatten them on in 
the fall, or the grain may be such a 
good price that it will not pay him to 
feed it to hogs. In either case he finds 
a loss in hogs and declares he will have 
nothing to do with them in the future. 
It 
no grain or not sufficient grain on hand 
to feed up his young pigs during the 
summer he what 
they can forage for their living and 
growth, and cannot commence feeding 
up until threshing is over in the fall, 
which practically means not until cold 
weather has set in. He is then at a very 
great disadvantage in the attempt to 
make a profit out of pork as compared 
with the man who has sufficient feed 
grain on hand to keep his hogsina 
growing condition from the start, and 
only depends on the newly threshed 
grain to finish them for market; 


is also the case that if a farmer has 


must depend on 


being 
thereby relieved from the attempt to 
fatten in the very cold weather, which 
can only be done at a loss. At present 
in this district feed grain is abundant 
and cheap. It. will surely pay any 
man who has a suplus of such grain 
and can afford to hold onto i:, to 
winter over a few breeding sows, and 
raise hogs next summer on the grain 
that he has now to accept a nominal 
price for. Of course the necessities of 
each case must govern, but in cases 
where it can be done, it certainly seems 
to offer a better prospect of profit than 
any other course and is certainly the 
best and safest and most profitable way 
to raise boys.

THUS FAR, AND NO FARTHER! 


There may be some doubt as 
where the Free Press stands in its sup- 
port of the government, but there is 
none as to its position in its support of 
the Canada Pacific Railway. Joseph 
Nelson, who accompanied the premier 
and minister of interior to Edmonton 


to 


on their recent visit, has a scheme in 
his head of a railway from Churchill, on 
Hudson's Bay, to Calgary, as an alter- 
native Imperial route to the C. P. R. It 
is only an idea as yet, but the Free 
Press does not like the idea, as may be 
judged from a recent editorial, of 
which the following is an extract: 


“‘However, we need not go intoa dis- 
cussion of the navigation of the Hudson's 
Bay route, and there is little that requires 
to be said of the railway itself. If Mr. 
Nelson has any desire to build a railway 
for the settlers of the Northwest ; whic 
will add to their present facilities and en. 
able them to take advantage of that shorter 
route, his efforts in that direction will be 
heartily applauded. But neither the cir- 
cumstances of the Northwest ner the 
necessities of the Empire a 
Pacitic railway across Canadian territory 
just at present, nor for many years to come. 
The country has gone to enormons expense 
to build one, and as it will serve every im- 
perial purpose it? would be poor policy to 
expend other millions in destroying it. We 
are not looking for war with the United 
States. Trouble with Russia may come at 
any time, but it is inconceivable that in any 
quarrel that could possibly arise with that 
country the United States would have cause 
or excuse to take sides against us. There- 
fore, there is little danger of the present 
line being attacked.” 


It is well that the people of the 
Northwest should understand their 
exact position on this railway question, 
and they have it clearly stated in the 
above extract by the ongan of the power 
which at present controls their destiny 
as well as that of the conservative ad- 
ministration at Ottawa. “Neither the

“years to come.” So says the organ of 
the company, but the meaning would 
be more correctly conveyed if rendered 
as follows: ‘Neither the circumstances 

“of the Northwest nor the necessities 
ec the Empire will induce us to per- 

“mit a second railway across Canadian 
“Territory as long as we can prevent 
“t,”and as long as the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company controls the govern- 
ment of Canada—as at present it does 
control it—it can and will prevent it. 

As to the necessity of another rail- 

way across Canadian Territory, it is 
simply notorious that the present route 
does not give Central Canada its short- 
est possible route to the sea by some- 
thing like 1,000 miles. For over 400 
miles it passes through a country im- 
practicable for ordinary agriculture, 
while a parallel route, two hundred 
miles further north would pass for the 
like distance without a break through a 
a region the most fertile in Canada. 
The pass by which the present route 
crosses the Rockies, has grades which 
render it next to impracticable and very 
expensive to operate, and its pass over 
the Selkirks is through a region uf such 
heavy snow fall that the road has had 
to be protected by a million dollars’ 
worth of snow sheds, and even that 
does not in all cases ensure safety. On 
the northern route the pass through 
the Rockies has no grade heavier than 
on the plains aud is never impeded by 
In British Columbia the pre- 
sent route passes between the mineral 
regions of the Kootenay on the south 
and the Cariboo on the north, develop- 
ing neither. The northern road might 
be taken through the heart of Cariboo, 
opening up to development the richest 
gold field the world 
From Cariboo the northern road 
would reach the coast through], 
the only part of British Colum- 
bia that 1s at attracting 
agricultural immigration, namely Bella 
Coola. The development of 
vast regions and their valuable 
resources by a railroad or railroads, 
even though at the cost of com- 
petition to the C. P.R, is as great 
a necessity to Canada to-day as the 
construction of the C. P. R. was fifteen 
years ago, and holds out far better 
prospects of financial success; for events 
have proved that the location of the 
C. P. R. throughout a great part of its 
length was a mistake,—and a mistake 
that must be rectified by the construc- 
tion of a road for the development of 
Canada and not for the benefit of 
United States commerce. To even 
hold out a reasonable hope of such a 
road with an assurance that it would 
be a legitimate competitor of the C, P, 
R. would do more to establish con- 
fidence in the Northwest and induce 
an influx of both settlers and capital 
than all the patent immigration schemes 
that cin be put in practice at whatever 
expense. People do not like to feel 
that there is a hand at their throats all 
the time, which even though it 
does not close, may do so. When 
capitalists or settlers with means are 
asked to invest in Northwest enter- 
prises, the first question they ask is in 
regard to railway rates and the exist- 
ence of railway monopoly. They do 
not care to invest their money where 
at any moment it may be rendered un- 
productive by a stroke of the pen by 
the manager of a single railway com- 
pany. They might do so if they saw 
a prospect of the monopoly being 
broken, but when there is no prospect, 
near or remote, they simply don’t come 
here—they put their money elsewhere.

Sir—Having seen a communication from 
your Wetaskiwin correspondent containing 
some strictures on the action of the brilliant 
authorities in withdrawing the land agent 
from this district and sending him down to 
join the agent at Red Deer, I take the 
liberty of sending you an apropos item. A 
Hollanoer, of the right calibre for a settler, 
arrived here last week from the States, was 
shown around the country and finally 
selected the S. W. quarter of 36 46-93. 
Coming into town to file his entry he found 
the office closed, and had perforce to take 
the train down to Red Deer (the same train, 
by the way, which bore away Mr. Ferguson, 
the land agent). His expenses, including 
board and railway fare, amounted to $12.60. 
Thus the filing of his homestead cost this 
man $22 instead of $10. 

There is of course no use in making com- 
meats on this sort of bumbleism. To quote 
one of the paragraphs in your last issue : 
“* During the first six months of the present 
** year there were 249 homestead entries in 
“the Wetaskiwin land office, 143 in the 
** Ked Deer office, 122 in Edmonton and 53 
‘in Calgary.” In the Calgary office there 
are seldom fewer than four men employed, 
in Edmonton at least two, in Red Deer one 
and new in Wetaskiwin, the busiest and 
best paying of them all, there is not even 
one, 

Great heads back there in Ottawa !

ANTI TAX IN QUEBEC. 

An Ottawa telegram of Nov. l6th, says : 
The rebellious settlers of Lowe township 
will be compelled to pay their taxes at tae 
point of the bayonet. The military auth- 
orities had under consideration this morning 
@ requisition presented by the justices of the 
peace of Ottawa county asking for a detach 
ment of militia to be detailed to assist in 
collecting arrears of taxes owing by settlers 
of Lowe township. The law provides that 
when the militia are called out in aid of 
civil power the expense of maintenance and 
transport of the troops must be borne by the 
municipality invoking assistance which in this 
case will be the county of Ottawa. Before 
taking any action upon the requisition Col. 
Aylmer, commander of this district, sent 
for the county solicitor, Mr. Mager, and 
asked him whether the county authorities 
understood they were responsible for the 
cost of the proposed expedition. Mr. Mager 
acknowledged the liability and said the 
county would pav. Accordingly Col. Ayl- 
mer issued instructions calling out 100 men 
of the 43rd battalion, Dragoons and field 
artillery, and these go up to Lowe to-night. 
They will be equipped with winter outfit 
and with provisions for a lengthy campaign. 
The cost to the county will be $200 a 
day.

THE GREAT FAIR. 

The Regina Standard comments as follows 
on the Leader's recent bitter attack on 
Lieutenant-overnor Mackintosh: *‘ When 
the fair was over and the Standard was 
endeavoring to obtain justice for the prize 
winners, laborers and others to whom the 
project was indebted, not a word came from 
the ‘‘farmers’ friend.” Is it any wonder, 
therefore, that last week’s onslaught was a 
surprise? And what is the secret of it ? 
W hat new offence has been given to warrant 
the suddea change of front? Simply this: 
Thej governor has been mentioned as the 
coming minister of interior, in case Mr. 
Daly, fleeing before a storm, takes refuge 
on the bench. Mr. Mackintosh might 
trample upon the rights of Regina, might 
destroy the success of the exhibition, and 
thus injure the Northwest as a whole, might 
disregard the appeals of honest traders, 
mechanics, and other toilers to whom he 
was personally and officially indebted—all 
this he might do forever, unreproved by the 
Leader, so long as he did not cast sidelong 
glances towards Mr. Davin’s preserve.”

THE BYE-ELECTIONS. 
Montreal Star. 

The seats now vacant are: Cardwell, 

West Huron and North Ontario, in Ontario; 
Charlevoix, Montreal Centre and Jacques 
Cartier, in Quebec ; and Missisquoi may be 
expected to join the listany day. Of these, 
Cardwell, Montreal Centre and Jacques 
Cartier have been consistently conservative 
with good majorities since 1878 ; and to lose 
any of them in a bye-election under ordiuary 
circumstances would have been regarded as 
a disaster for the government. Narth 
Ontario was liberal until 1887, when it was 
won by the late Frank Madill with a good 
majority, and four years later he easily re- 
gained it. Possibly his personal strength 
may have been the chief factor in carrying 
the constitueacy ; and with this removed, 
the seat may not be as safely conservative 
as the figures of the last election would 
seem to indicate. West Huron has had a 
varied political bistory since 1882, when it 
took its present form by virtue of the cele- 
brated gerrymander act of that year. It 
was then supposed to be safely conservative, 
but M. C. Cameron won it for the liberals 
by a bare majority. In 1887 he was badly 
defeated by Mr. Porter, but returned the 
compliment to that gentleman in 189i. 
Being unseated, he was opposed in the bye- 
election by a cabinet minister, Hon. J. C. 
Patterson, and was defeated by eighteen 
votes. Mr. Cameron is again in the field, 
and with this record to guide us, his success 
does not appear improbable. Missisquoi, 
which may almost be spoken of as vacant is 
usually regarded as a safe conservative con- 
stituency, but it mast not be forgotten that 
Mr. Baker twice suffered defeat there by 
the late Mr. Clayes in 1887, and a year 
later by Mr. D. B. Meigs. There is an- 
other factor that may enter into an election 
in Missisquoi at the present time, and this 
is the carving which the constituency suffer 
ed in the redistribution act in 1892. By it 
Stanbridge township was taken out of Missi- 
syuoi and added to Iberville, and Lacolle 
was added to Missisquoi from St. Johns. 
An election held at present would be in the 
old constituency ; and if there is any re- 
sentinent by the residents of Stanbridge at 
their removal from their own county it 
might show iteelf in the coe a Charle- 
voix has had a peculiar political ex . 
In 1887 it elected the liberal candi but 
he allied himself with the conservatives 
when he took bis seat in parliament. In

MARKETS. 


Grain is coming in more freely, chiefly 
from Stony Plain settlement, but threshing 
is not yet completed, and as there is no 
sleighing and prices are so low farmers are 
in no hurry tosell. Larue & Picard have 
made the largest purchases so far, over 
5,000 bushels of oats, wheat and barley. 
Gariepy & Chenier have bought about 1,500 
bushels but have been short of storage. 
They will buy more freely when their new 
warehouse is complete, which will be at the 
beginning of next week. Jos. Kelly is also 
buying oats and D. R. Fraser, of the Ed. 
monton mills, is paying cash for wheat. 
Prices are l5c. to 20c. for oats, 20c. to Q5e. 
for barley, 30c. to 48c. for wheat. R. 
Ritchie reports wheat coming in freely to 
the roller mill in South Edmonton, but the 
quality is not as good as that of the first 
deliveries. T. W. Lines, of Brackman & 
Ker, has only begun buying milling oats. 
He has paid as high as 224c. Eggs are 
still scarce at 25c. and butter is becoming 
scarce at 5c. to 20c., but the price has not 
advanced. Very little poultry has been 
offered. A few chickens but practically no 
geese, ducks or turkeys. Beef is to some 
extent a drug in the market. Farmers offer 
dressed beef at 5c. for hind and 4c. for fore 
quarters. Liye hogs are in good demand at 
4c. a pound live weight. Mutton is handled 
in small quantity at 6c. a pound dressed. 
Potatoes and vegetables generally are not 
in demand.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


A meeting of the Edmonton board of 
trade was held in Cowie & Gairdner’s office 
on Tuesday evening, Nov. 19th. There 
was a fair attendance, E. C. Emery occupi- 
ed the chair, Isaac Cowie secretary. 

After the minutes of previous meetings 
had been read and _— to the corres- 
pondence between the board and the Domin- 
ion government reapecting a wagon road to 
Peace river was read and also a communi- 
cation from the Calgary board of trade ask- 
ing for the co-operation of the Edmonton 
board in regard to a division of the present 
electoral district of Alberta. 

Messrs. Picard and Lines moved that the 
Edmonton board co-operate with the Cal- 
gary board to secure the division of the pre- 
sent electoral district. 

Messrs. Picard and McDonald moved 
that the Lieutenant-governor of the North- 
west Territories be requested to recommend 
to the Dominion government the selection 
and survey of a wagon road from Edmonton 
to Peace river at its junction with the 
Smoky river. 

Messrs. Lines and Gariepy moved that 
the Lieutenant-governor be requested to re- 
commend to the Dominion government the 
survey of the present travelled trail to the 
Athabasca Landing,giving as a reason for the 
necessity of immediate action the probabil- 
ity of the present trail being fenced off at 
any moment. 

A discussion regarding the application for 
a charter for the Edmonton district railway 
company, took place, but at the suggestion 
of Mr. Picard no action was taken, await- 
ing further developments.

CARIBOO. 


Kamloops Sentinel: A standard-guage 
railroad from Kamloops, B. C., to Barker-_ 
ville, in the heart of the Cariboo country, a 
distance of about 350 miles, is practically 
assured, and the pians to build it are now 
being consummated. A. D. Whittier, agent 
and manager for the Cariboo Gold Fields. 
Limited, at Barkerville, says that unless 
the unforeseen prevents, the ground for the 
line will be broken during next season, The 
road will cost about $22,000 a mile, and will 
be put down in first class sh ape, so as to be 
operated the year round. 

Mr. Whittier said: ‘“‘The new road to 
Barkerville will do a great deal toward the 
devolopment of what I consider without 
question the richest mining country I have 
ever been in. Placer mines, as you know, 
have been worked there for years, but re- 
cently I have selected 48 quartz locations, 
and from numerous tests I can say that they 
will be productive of great wealth. The 
ore greatly resembles that from Africa, and 
some of the ledges are forty feet in width 
and cut the placers diagonally. Six tests of 
the government assayer gave an average of 
$64 to the ton. 

“The placers of the Cariboo are paying 
well,the Canadian Pacitic mines in charge of 
Hobson, on Quesneile river and Horsefly 
creek, have made two clean ups the present 
season, of $30,000 and $70,000 respectively. 
Since 1892, $1,000,000 has been taken out of 
these mines. The Cariboo Gold Fields, 
Limited, is working on Williams creek 
and employs abont 400 men during the busy 
season.’

On Saturday morning about 8.45 coal oil 
stove beneath a type-drying rack in the 


the burning oil spreading over the floor set 
fire to the adjoining cases and stands. In a 
few minutes the whole place was full of 
smoke, and the employees hastily beat a re- 
treat through doors and windows. Owing 
to the fact that there was no water at hand 
in the building, they could not attack the 
fire with pails. The brigade was on the 
spot in a few minutes, and the chemical 
engine subdued the flames before any dam- 
age had been done to the building. A good 
deal of type, however, wes melted, cases 
and racks burned, a good deal of type pied 
or mixed up, and the two Thorne type-set- 
ting machines more or less damaged by the 
heat and sudden cooling with chemically 
charged water. These machines are very 
intricate and delicate, costing without fit- 
tings $2,500 each. It will not be possible 
to know the full extent of the damage till 
it is found if they have been permanently 
injured or not. The one which was in the 
greatest heat, it is feared, cannot be made 
to work again. Outside of this the damage 
to type and appliances is placed at $1,000. 
As soon as possible a number of men were 
set to work to set up type by hand.
